Candour is required to think otherwiſe. ' This beſpeats 
the meceſſity of delineating this ſhort Eſſay upon Religion . 
and Induſtry, in its true and proper colours, by ſhewing 
that although.the former of theſe, has been ſizually prome- 
t:d, and encourazed by the latter ; yet not to be underſtood 
in that Latitude, as to exclude the Grand Auxiliaries of 
Learned, and Iugenious Den: . For next to our Bleſſed 
Sxvjour, and his Holy Apoſtleg, we principally owe the 
Propanation, and Univerſal Eebliſbment of Chuiſtiani- 
ty, tothe ſucceſsful endeavours of the Holy Fathers, and 
Eminent Deftors of the Church. Theſe have been: thr 
chief Piliars which ſuſtained the Fahrick of the Goſpel is

all Ages : The Grand Luminaries which have ealight- 


.ened the dark Heathen World with the bright and pene- 


trating Rays of the Religion of the Holy Jelus. The 
burning a»d ſhining Lights, which like ſo many Cryſtal- 
line L amps appeared the moſt illuſtriouſty, in the midſt of 
divers intricate, and obſcure Hereſies, unwarrantable 
Schiſms, perverſe Heterodoxies, and erroneous Principles. 
Theſe Learned and Holy Mea have planted and watered, 
cultivated and improved te Chriſtian Religion ; zo 
which the co-operating Grace of God has mercifully vouch- 
ſafed ſo Miraculous ax increalt, as in [ome Nations, a 
well as individual Perſons, to bring forth an hundred 


told, 'in ſome Sixty, andin ſome''T ing", fo theſe [ub- 


ordinately ta the Graciows Influences of Divine Provi- 
dence, we owe the bleſſed effetts of thoſe ſucceſsful and pe- 
culiar Offices of the Prieſthood, which by that holy Chan- 
el, or Conveyance, hwve been derived to us, through the 
preaching of the Word, adwiniſtring of the Bleſſed Sacr a- 


ments, comforting, and' admoniſhing of the' fot, eaſing 


and aiſburthening of troubled Conſciences, with other Acts 
of their Sacred Miniſtration. And what I have here ſaid

But in the Sequel of this co 6 pt vg endeavoyr to evince 
the contrary, by afrtiog the trutirof the;mpropofition.2Jrea- 
dy lain down, upon which I will erect ſome Arguments where= 
by to demonſtrate the <qual neceſſity of it, as to the enfor- 
cing of Employments in Temporal Concerns, as well as tothe 
reſtraining'an jmmoderate-uſc, of them, in rclation to our Spi- 
ritval, and more fublime condition. EZ |

Dawnings of Chriſt;azity, or Morning-light of the Goſpel, in 


' reference wherennro,'-not to urge any thing in contradiCtion 


to the opinion of our Divines, as not deſiring to devjate from 
a due reſpe&tto them,” tnall not-preſume to alledge any thing 
againſt thoſe Reaſons which they give, why our Bleſſed Savi- 
our made choice of the Family of a Aſtgburnick,, when as the 
Line of David abounded with ſuch variety of Perſons of mcre 
eminent Quality and Extra&ion, as well as of Nobler Employ- 
ments in the World. The uſe that I ſhall only make of that 
Obſervation, will be, to deduce the one. or-both of theſe In. 
ferences from ir : That either our Blefſed Saviour” pitched 
vpon this, whereby to evidence unto the World, the Divine 
Pleaſure of his Heavenly Father, in reſpefting Men of Labour, 
in preference to ſuch as devote themſelves to their own eaſe, 
anc! live at the coſt of other Men, by cating of the fruits of 
their pains and toil; or elſe, that the poorer fort of the Tribe 
and Family of David, were educated to Mechanick A;te. 
Fhis in the ſecond place, 

 TIthink ir rational to infer frem the premiſed Obſervation, 
becauſe the Holy Prophets in the Old Feſtament, declared 
to be the determinate Will of God, and their Prediftions 


' concerning the manner of his appearance im this lower World, 


did all centre and concur in thts, that our Saviour ſhould come 
in the meaneſt condition, and loweſt Eſtate of Mankind. 
Ecom whence it follows, that either of thefe Inſtances, or 
both, do vertually* imply, or rather formally prove, - that 
Chriſtianity from irs original 'appearance, or uſhering into the 
World, was attended by Mechanicks. And

before we canbe ſo, in that. of our Seviour's ;, 'is; Very remark- 
able, that we- find him a|Carpemer. before he was a Preacher. 
For altho? his Drvinzty like the Beams of the Swn out of a thick 
Cloud, ſhone with ſa. ſtrorg an influence, as;to, irradiate and 
break through his Infant Humanity,, when.in the Temple he (© 
ftrongly, argued and diſputed with the Learned Rabbies and 
Dottors of - the Lew 5 yet; afterwards the Seriprures ace filepe 
as to an account of him for many Years;-In- which interval 
from the Twelfth Year of his Age (for in that Minority, we 
are aſſured it was that he puzzled. and non-plus'd the moſt 
Learned. among, the Zems) to his Thirezerh, (the time of his 
Solemn Inangaration into his; Prieſtly, Office) . many: Learned 
Men ſuppole him: to, have applyed himſelf to the, Trade of 
Foſeph, whom the Incredulous and Obſtinate Zews, looked up- 
on as his Father, . and maliciovſly-to leſſen the greatneſs of the 
Miracles which he wrought, endeavoured what in them lay, 
{by vile Reflections. upon his. ſuppoſed Birth, | Pareatage, 
and Education) -to derogate:ſrom their true and ſupernatural 
worth, and ſo. were wont to reproach him with theſe Que- 
ries, 1s not this\Joſeph's Son?

But now that he hath aſſumed his Sacerdotal Function, let

And 
whatever may'be Tard as'to the aheient caftom-of a private 
receſs, or ſalitary' retirement from the World; ih order ro a 
morechoſepraſuitof rhelr Devotionsand Spiritual Exercifes of 
Religion, which the Cares'and Pleafares, the hurry and di- 
ſturbances of this Life, are but too apt ro croſs and oppoſe, 
though ps thole who are capable of a regular govern- 
ment of their Aﬀetions and Paſſions, {b/ as 'in due'meaſure- 
and proportion to make the Aﬀairs of this World ſibbtGinare 
10 thoſe of Rekginn, may by their publick.

Vetaries, that they are of the firſt C/zſs m- Chriſtianity, yet 
their appareart indulging of themſelves in Hlexeſs and Laxary, 
in Senfaalry and Polupruouſreſs, and many-of them in thoſe-no» 
torious fins of D/ankenneſs and Uncleanneſs, though commit 
zed with great Secrecy to prevent diſcovery: and the-eye of 
the World, are'all of them undonbted Charaeriftsges, not 
only of their oppoſing of rhe Do&rine of vur Savionr, bur 
even thaf of their own Inſtreutjon, into what corraprtion foe- 
ver "tis now degenerated. Thns thofe' who afpire to thehigh- 
eſt Room in Religion, or #tleaſt pretend'ro ir, act diamerri- 
cally coritrary to the BIeſſed'5Fd Vertuous' Example of that 
great Lord and Meſfter, witty, they would induce Men 'to be-- 
tieve, that they are delifons to follow, but who never inſti- 
tuted a Society of Gentlemen, 'or Beggars, to live in Jaleneſs,, 
and in all vitious and unlayfot exceſs. And we never” read, 
that he were about receivingy (as thoſe of AMmdicarm Orders 
do) butalways doing 2007... Weneed therefore no farther aC- 
ſurance of the errour and falſhood of that Religion, whoſt 
Godlineſs is Gain; from ſuch we —_ to withdraw vur ſelves, 
As net having 10 learned Chriſt, Andy theſe s and Cha-- 
rafters, we may ealily diſcern it to be Chat profelled inthe pro-- 
nt Church, or rather Cours of Rome, IV M0 BOUR 
'*: Bur toreturn tour Sayiom's pitching mpon Men of a Vol 
Zarand luferiour Rank,andmean Employmentsinthe World, . 
ro be his D:ſciples and Succefſors, let us after' rivis choice por- 
fue them in their Prattices, and-wve Thall find that this eſpecial 
Tnvitation of our Saviour, to the execution of -the Sacred Of-- 
fice of 'a Diſciple, or Follower of ' the Holy Feſws, did not ſu. - 
perlede their former Occupations, :inor their Heavenly. Em- 
-ployment give a Diſpenſation to, or take them off from their 
Temporal. 'And though it might have been reafonably ima- 
gined, that Chriſts extcaordinary Promiſe to Perer when he - 
was Fiſhing, That he would make him a Fiſher of Men, (cemed ' 
ſo ample a Commiſſion for exercifing hyſelf alrepgerher in - 
the Divine Offices of "Converſion and Salvation of Mankind... 
As to give a Plenary Diſcharge fi om his former mean-Employ-.- 
ment, yet by the' conſequence we may underftznd, thar-this - 
'was nage cf dur Saviours Intention. : For-after this, we find ' 
Se. Peter at Þ's Trades and Nis vbſervable, thatthe fiidt Mi 
Tacle, or rather (I'may fay) that which was: folely —_— 
Yi

by Chriſt after his Reſurre&5on, was giving a Temporal Bleſſing 
to their Lehour, which ſeems. to amount almoſt to a demon- 
ſrcation, that of ſuch laduſtrious Perſons were the Kingdom of 
Heaven, | ins 325 | 

And to me it ſeems an aggravating Circawſtance, of that 
great Curſe that attended the fallen eAngels, that they were 
diveſted of all Buſineſs and Employment; they were now no 
longer in acapacity. of praiſing or magnifying God - And as 
to obedience to his Commands, they had already fhewn an 
obſtinate refuſal. From this Infamous original, our Idle Gerx- 
tlemen,. that contemna Employments, may derive the Antiqui- 
zy of their Familzes, and indeed too many of them are the Le- 
gitimate Off-ſpring of that degenerated Stock, who having 
wound himlelf iato that evil Employment of tempting Eve, 
has ever fince been extream aCtive in doing miſchief, whoſe 
bad example ſach perſons amongſt us as do but too induſtri- 
oufly imitate and tranſcribe, who wholly devote themſelves 
to Pleaſure and Licentiouſneſs. For the Principles of Human 
Nature being capable of, or rather eſſentially ſubje& to afi- 
on, and continual motion, it is therefore impollible for Man 
to poize himſelf ſo equally in the World, as neither to.do 

ood nor evil. *Tis true indeed that the Body may be fo con- 

ned, 'or by reaſon ſubjected to ſomething of a Feneraliey in, 
this caſe, or more properly may be reſtrain'd within fuch 
bounds of moderation, as not to make any great, Excurſions 
into an extream, but the thoughts of the heart being of a more 
ſubtil and active qualicy, are not capable of ſuch a limitation, 
but operating by a certain Independency or Arbitrary Influ- 
ence, muſt either be employed upon good Objects ro divert 
them from bad, or elſe for want of the former they have a 
natural recouric and tendency unto the latter, and by This 
means do oftentimes move their 1:ſ?rument the Body by ſuch 
ſtcong impreſſions, as to encline it to the reducing of them 
into a# z for which reaſon it is, that we are told, that 
from the rhoughts of the, Hcart proceed Murthers, Adulte- 
ries, &Cc. 

Now lince *cis impoſſible to chain up thoughts, (which are a 
kind of ſpicirous excratft, or quinteſſential part of the Soul, 
proceeding from it like the Beams from the. Sus, and ating 
the Body by a Parallel Influence with the Rays of that grand 
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Lnminary, when it extends them to this lower World) it 
ſeems then to be the reaſon why our Saviowr fo encouraged 
Labour and Employments, that by means thereof we may ſo 
keep our thoughts in aCtion, as not to ſuffer them to ramble 
vpon other Obj-&s, than thoſe of our lawful Callings, and ſo 
may check the violent intrufion of Yitiozs rhoughts with that 
of the Father, (viz.) that we are 10t at leiſure. 

Thoughts are the Inſtruments of the Soul, and ſhould not be 

admitred into vulgar heads, no more than a Xnfe into the 
Hand of a Child ;, and fince there is no way to limit or con.. 
fine them in therſelves, the beſt expedient is to give them a 
powerful diverſion, by meeting and entertaining them with 
tuch ObjeFs as are-conducible thereunto, which co proportion 
ag:ecably to. the different ſorts and capacities of Men in the 
World, would be to employ the Populace with Mechanick 
Labour, and the finer and more Speculative Heads, with 
Arts and Sciences, that fo there might be no Setr of Men, as 
now there is, governed by the unruly Didctates of evil 
Fhoughts, : 
-. By a ſerious refi:Ation vpon this firſt Paragraph, it is obvi- 
ous to every Man, that the choice and practice of: our Savi- 
our in the introdution of Chr:ſtienity, was direftcd to the 
encouragement of Laboxr and Induſtry, and that the Grace of 
God was given to ſuch Servants as employed their Temporal 
Talent. | | 

Let us now in the next place erquire into the Behaviour and 
P:aftice of the Apoſtles after our Bleſſed Lord's Aſcenſion. 
And if any may expect or challenge an Immunity from Labour: 
of the hands, we may ſuppoſe it to be theſe Men who were 
peculiarly commiſſioned, and fo miraculovfly endowed with 
ſuch power, and fo great a proportion of the Divine Spirit 
for the promulgation of the Goſpel, as ſeemed to make that 
of their: 144mftry the only Province wherein they were-to a(t. 
Add to this, that they were commanded to Preach the Goſpel. 
to all Nations, and that continually in their Travcts theſe 
Holy Men wrought: Miracles, Cured Diſeaſes, and Converted 
three thouſana 3t a Sermon, where it is reaſonable enovgh to 
believe, that there were not a few, both able and willing e- 
nough, to relieve the famons 1-fruments of their Salvation.; 
yet for allthis, we ficd that they wrought witty their own. 
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bands; and notwithſtanding that many of the Saints ſold 
wiat they had, and laid it at the Apoſtles feet: yer did they 
not Convert it to their own uſe, but diſperſed it among the 
poor Brethren, not to maintain thein in Idleneſs and Sloth, 
but co put ther into a. capacity of obtaining their own Li- 
ving : and this Charity was not diſpenſed by the uſual Method 
of this Age, by a Peony at the Door, to preſerve Yerms in the 
Street, for. fuch are the Common FYagrant Beggars, that bot! 
the Law of God, and that of the Land, ncg only ſorbid our 
relieving, but ejoyn Puniſhment too ; yet ſuch is the preva- 
lency of Cuſtom with ſome, and of Yain Glory and Oftentation 
in others, as induce too many £0 violate both. 

But toreturn to the Apoſiles working with their own hands, 
| do not hence infer, that there was any neceſllicy for them ſo 
todo: | or St. Paul has told us, That if they ſowed Spirizal 
things,they might well reap Carnal things, and that the Oxe 1s 
not to be mizled that rreaderh out the Corns with variety: of 
other placesto this purpoſe, which enforce a Due to the Apen 
files, and to others that ſucceed them in their Xſniſtry; and 
conſequently that our preſent Clergy bave a Right of receiv- 
ing 7ytbes, neither are under any obligation of Woking wich 
theic Hands; as I have ſhewn that the Apoſtles were nor, 
For St. Paul (notwiti ftandirg that he did lo) told the Theſ- 
falonians, That he might have lived on his Miniſtry yet be 
and the other Apoft/es chole rather to work with Their ow! 
hands night and day and he gives this reaſoa for it (which 
is what 1 would inter from, and principally aim at. in chis 
Diſcourſc) that he might be anexample to them of, and there- 
by promote Labour and Induſtry. He tells them therefore by 
way of repetiticn, what his DuEtrine was when among them, 
tat they ſhould work with their own hands, aud ſtudy to be 
4wict;, as if Tdlenefs tended to create Diſcords and Animoſitics 
among them, fomented by ſuch as had gothingelle roo, and 
whole Slorb had fo impaired their Fortuney, as ſeemed to pat 
them upon a necefiity of retrievieg themſelves, by railing -Di- 
flucbances and Coufulions in the Connirey © and that von the 
contrary, 2 diligent purſuit of their reſpettive Vocations: aud 
Call:ngs,the beſt means of begetting Peace and Unanimity with 
one aaothcr. And farther, enjoyns a peniſkment to ſuch as 
did nat Laboxr, by ardaining that they ſhould not cat ; which 
nor 
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not eating ſeems (with. ſybmifion to better ments) to 
mean o Sens from the. Lord: T, 57% Zo Re 
the 774e, thoygh. contrary to the vulgar, Acception : And ry 
reaſon for this Opinion is, 

Fix, That it ſeems nob praCticghle that the Church inghe 
days of the Apoſtles, who had go Temporal eAathoriey, could 
take away the Means of Mens. Temporal Support; nor do we 
ever read, that any Chriſtian Church (but that of Rome) im- 
poſed Pecuniary. Punifhments for ſins, | 

Another reaſon is deduced from the following Verſes of 
the Chapter, where the Apofte ſeems toexplain himſelf; For 
(faith be) 1 hear there are ſome among you that work not at all: 
Now ſuch {aith he) let them wark, and eat their own Bread. 
The former it ſeems, were not quite zdle, but only faulty. in 
part, and therefore were to be reſtrained, whilſt they conti- 
nued ſo, from the Lord's Table: but the lattec were totally 
guilty, and, muſt firlt be reformed hy ering of their own 
Bread; that is, by the purchace cf their Leboxr, before they 
could be admitted into the Communion of the Church. 

From what we bave already premiſed, -both as to the De- 
drine, Exemplary Pratice, and Rteict 4ojunCtions. of the Apo- 
ſtles, it appears ſufficiently plain, That each of theſe reſpe- 
tively, as well agall of gkem, did jointly tend. to a redu- 
cing of Men from lIdleneſs, as being looked upon by them 
as the firſt introductory ſtep of their Converſiantothe Chriſtian 
Religion, The Door is ſhut, and noentrance is admitred to 
the evil Spirit, where Men, are buſied in juſt and lawſul Em- 
ployments: whereas indeed idlerefs is the ſource and/inlet to'all 
manner of. Yice, and. the Dezl- will certainly be moſt active 
when he finds Men at leiſure t6 receiye bis. impreſſions. 
He wil) then ſhoot his peiſonews Arraws,, when;the Mark flayds 
ſo fair, and Men, for want. of bufreſs ſeem prepared. for. his 
wicked Influences and Suggeſtions, Experience has fully in- 
ſtrated him how to, improye all opportaunitigs, and it woulf 
refle( upon his 4: and. Policy, not to make: an 4rteck; when 
the Garriſor is in; ſuch, a Lethargy.ghat. it. cganngt, be raus'd up 
te any vigoraus oppoſition, Beſides, we muſt, conſider that 
[alenefs does nat only. leave, roam {ax the, Temptations of the 
common Enemy of Mankind, to operate ſucceſsfully upag us, 
but it alſo raiſes a Storm within our w- Breaſts, by naturally 
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encreaſing nn'awful 'Lufts, and vile Concupiſcences, which 
like combuſtible matter meeting with the fuel of outward al- 
lurements, which Satan $kilfully accommodates to the evil 
Genius of our vitious and depraved AfﬀeCtions, muſt needs 
reſolve into a Flame. Whereas Labour and Induſtry do not 
only put a ſtop to Temptations, by not affording leiſure to 
our thoughts to dwell and ruminate upon them ; but alſo are a 
good expedient to keep the Body in a due ſubjection to an 
even and regular decorum, and conſequently to the ſubduing 
cf extravagant and (ſinful deſires. Therefore Men that are 
buſily employed upon their lawful occaſions, are like Conju- 
rers ſecure within their Circle, both from the Sxares and Infi- 
nuations of the Tempter, as well as from thoſe of their own 
Luſts: both which an Idle Perſon is conſtantly expoſed 
to 


It is very remarkable, that we do not in all the Scriptures 
read of any polkſfled with Devils, that were Men of En- 
ployment. | 

The Gadarenes were an Induſtrions People, perhaps had 
there been many alters, the Legion had not crowdzd into one 
Man ; and when our Saviour turned them out, they made ir 
not their requeſt ro enter into the Herdſ-mas that kept the 
£wine, though as near to them as the Herd : For that poor 
Wretch was upon his lawful Employment, which was an An 
ridete and connter-charm againſt the entrance of theſe Ev; 
Spirits into him. 

*Tis matter of Lamentation to-conſider,. that in an Ape 
wherein the Sins of Sodom abound with ſo-great predominan- 
cy, there ſhouly be fo few Lors to Preach againſt that remark= 
able one of :dleneſs Some will be apt to draw this inference 
from. that omiſſion, that many of our Divines lay with Lo: 
concerning Zr, Is ut not- 4 little one ? A Gentleman's Privi- 
ledge, and ſo not to be invaded ? A Birth-right indeed to the 
Polterity of Eſaw, who we find kad that quality inherent to a 
Gentleman inthe preſent Age, whichtill ro-continue the Pa. 
rallel, was in wſe, a good Hunter : but we find that the Sons of 
Facob were better employed in imitation: of the Parrie. 
_ their Father, who was 4 plain Man, but a good Sheps. 
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indeed it ſeems very unaccountable, that ſome Pwlpier are 
full of Reproofs againſt rhe Off-/pring, and yet ſilent as cothe 
Parent of all Sin, which is sdleneſs. Whereas, if what the 
Logicians affirm be true, That Sublata cauſa, tollirur iffe us 7 
It ſeems the beſt method to puil down vice, by beginning at 
the root of it, which being deſtroyed, no more nouriſhment 
can be imparted to the Branches. Now 'cis plain, that Idlc= 
n:fs is the Foundation, and that other fins which naturally ariſe 
from it, are but the Smperſtruftwres of Impicty. *Tis that 
which is the Origine and Fountain of all manner of wickedneſs, 
and other ſins are but the Streams which flow from it : and if 
we would ſtop or divert the Carrent, we mult apply our 
| ſelves to Labour and Induſtry, which however great Men ſeem 
to claim a certain Diſpenſation or Immunity from, and think 
themſelves free and at looſe for their Pleaſures; yet we mect 
with no ſuch exemption for them, either in Sacred, or 44+ 
dern Authors, but contrary to that, ſuch have becn always 
ſtigmatized with the Ignominious CharaCters of Ffeminacy 
and. Luxury, who addifted themſelves, to Sloth and Voluptu. 
ouſneſs: And others dignify'd with the higheſt Panegyricks; 
and utmoſt efforts of Human Praiſes, who were paintul and 
loduſtrious. As for example, what a RefleQtion was it upon 
the Greatneſs and Wiſdom of Solomon, to give himſclf ſucha 
liceotious freedom in all thoſe Zuſts and Pleaſures which he aſ- 
terwards pronounced to be Yanty of Vanities, and Vexation 
of Spirit? And after making an experiment of their inſtffici- 
Ency, recommends the ſtudy of Yertue and Induſtry, as the only 
true Wiſdom. On the contrary, How much did it redound to 
the infinite Commendation of St. Paul, ſo eminent an Apoſtle 
and ſo Learneda Dottor, bred up at the feet of Gamaliel, and 
Commiſſioned to Preach the Goſpel ro the remoteſt, and ut- 
molt parts of che Univerſe, to work with his own hands, 
when there was neither any obligationinor neceſlity for bim ſo 
todo? What Honourable Titles are given to great Perſo- 
nages, Alexander, Ceſar, . and Hanmbal, Scipio and Epaminon- 
das, and ſeveral other Grecian and Roman Worthies who were 
famed for their great and [nduſtrious Atchievements? On 
the other hand, With what Infamy and Contempt do Men 
meation the Names of //itellizs and Heliog abaluw, with abun- 
dance more of thole Beſtial Ment who fat at the Helm of 
2 the 
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the Rana Monarchy ? What a different CharaCter do the i= 
foriens give us of Pompey and Zinewlim, of Auguſt us Ceſar, and 
Mark Anthony? And how far do we find theſe to have ont- 
ftript the other in all their Actions, improving their high 
Fame by Aſſiduity and Labour, and the others every day more 
and more eclipſing the Beauty of 'that reputation which they 


had got inthe World, by a fervite Degeneracy into Effecmi- 


nacy and Luxury. 1t were highly to be wiſhed that our Gal- 
lants of the Age, would fromn theſe and the like Precedents con- 
ſider, that the way to Immortalize their Names to Poſterity, 
and ro render them ſerviceable in the Srare Or Commen-wenlth 
wherein they live, is by applying themſelves to ſuch Arts and 
Exerciſes of Irdnftry, as may be ſuitable 'to their reſpective 
Educations and Capacities, and not to think themſelves diſen- 
gaped from all buſmeſs, becavſe their Birch or Parts feat them 


above the Rark and Order 'of mean Einployments : For all-wiſe 


Providence has compoſed all things in this World by ſo exat 
an harmony, as to make every part of it capable of diſcharg- 
ing its incumbent Office, by 'a due and regular 'proportion ; fo 
that as in'the Aficrocoſar, 'orflictle World of Man, every dis 
ſtint Member is intitt<d*'to its proper 'Fanttion, which it is 
obliged ro perform, though ſome more honourably. than 0 
thersz Io in a Body Politith every individual perſon ſtands 
bound to acquit himſelf of that Employment in- the Stare, 
which Gvd #nd Nuthre, hisown Education, and the AppGint- 
menit of his Syptriors Has tendered him capable 'of  other- 
wiſe, if none were obliged'to buſineſs, but fuch'whoſe Neceſ- 
ſities, and Yulpar Extration enfetced'to it, whereby toobrain 
a Livelihood, the whole' ther of 'the Common wealth muſt 
lie upon the Shbulders of the*Populate, and'then a wiſe Goverr- 
ment might well be expected, when Employments of the 
bigheſt dignity and moment, were committed to the manage- 
ment of fuch Plebrian Heads, whoſe Tliterate Breeding would 
make them wholly unapt for ſuch undertakings : and yer this

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But to deſcend to. later Ages of the World, we ſhall 
find, that in all, or whatever parts of it that Chrsſtianity flou- 
riſheth, there the People are remarkable for their Labour and 
Isduſtry: But in waking ſo large an Hypotheſis, I muſt craye 
leave to limit my Aflzrtion to the Reformed Churches, as they 
are diſtinguiſhed fcom that of Rome, whoſe degeneracy into 
Heatheniſh Idelatry, and into diverſe, if not all of the lewd, 
and vitious Courles of the Gentiles, has conſequently revived 
that sdleneſs and Luxury which was predominant amongſt 
them, which as Chrijtzanzy in its firſt Eſtabliſhment, did in a

From thence let us Trayecl to France, and there ſee how 


Calvin's Reformation is attended with the Induſtrieus part of 
that Kingdom, This might be proved. at large from the viſt 


' ble decay of Trade, fince the Perſecution of the Proteſtants 


there, whoſe Churches were attended with Lay-Elders, as 


well as adorned with Learned Dvires ; and in ſomething pa- 


ralle] to this are our Church-waraens here, whoſe Duty and 
Charge is to preſent ſuch perſons whole Vices are the Conco- 
mitants, or rather Natural Conſequents of Idleneſs and Luxs 
nry. 1 could caſily enlarge the Keſemblance betwixt theſe in 
many Caſes (chicfly in ſuppreſling Sloth and Idleneſs) but the 
Office of a Church-warden being fo univerſally underſtood in 
every Pariſh,l ihall not trouble the Reader with that which he is 
ſuppoſed to be acquainted with before. 

To return therefore to the Reformed Churches abroad, you 
ſhall find the greateſt part of Dsſcipline to paſs through the 
kands of the Laity, the Ditrinal part, and the Adminiſtration 
of the Bleiled Sacraments thought the work of the Clergy.

ment met” with, and how wonderfully it- has ſucceeded, as 
midſt their moſt Inveterate Enemies the Church of Rewe. 

. In'Germary it ſpread with fo great an extenr, that the Ro- 
wiſh Party were afraid, that though it took'not vp1he greateſt 
part of the Countrey, yet that it wovld of their Arts and La- 


_ bowr, and leave them none but the unprofitable Rubbiſh of the 


Empire, and that ſtirred up the Empire to ccnſider ways how 
to ſtifle and ſuppreſs them, which by ''no Contrivances they 
were able to cftc&t; God, who works not now. by Miracles, 
uſes means and inſtruments ſuitable ro our Underſtandings, 
and agreeable to our Jawful intereſt and improvement in the 
World; and - in proportion to this, the Reformed Churches 
laid their Methods, inſtru@ing' their followers.in the firſt Ry- 
diments or introductory parts of Chriſtianity, Catechiſing, 
and preparing theic Children and Servants by tuch of the gra- 
veſt and beſt approved Lay-Elders among them, that were 
moſt capable of informing their Clergy of their proficiency 
and growth in Religion, who were then brought to their Di- 
vines and examined, and after being approved by them, were 
admitted to a participation of the Holy. Sacrament of the 
Lord's Supp<r. Not unlike to this, is the Order of Corfir- 
mation performed by Biſhops in our Charch. ; 

This courſe of the Reformed Churches prevailed with great 
advantage over the Papsſ?s : For their way of gaining Covers 
was by drawing Men and Women to lIcleneſs and Poverty , 
vehemently urging the Doctrine of Self-denial, but with no 
ther intent, than to enrich their Church by empoveriſhing of 
their blind and ignorant Yotarics. 'This DoCtrine, as it was 
juſtly odious in its egregious miſapplication, by converting 
wht they thus rack'd from thcir People to ſiniſter uſes, in 
maintaining a numerous brocd cf Lewd ard Idle Men, who 
lived in all manner of Eafe, Luxury, and vnlawful Exceſs ; fo

Ry down, and -as an theroick Teſtimony'of [their 
Chriſtian Magnanimity, ſealed. their *Religion with - their 
Blood: None will be 4o unkind to the bleſſed /Memories of 
theſe poor People, Þyt Glorious Martyrs, as te afiirm, thar

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were pui tO the Vnverſny, which They expreſſed a great Care 
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they were not good InſtruCtors in Religion, ſceing that *cis a 
Maxim acknowledged by all, That Example is more prevalent 
than Precept. 

But in thus giving a juſt Character of the worthy carriage 
of the generally Mechanick Laity, 1 would not be nnderſtood 
to derogate any thing from that veneration which all of us juſt 
iy owe to the Martyrdoms of thoſe Famous Worthies of the 
Church of thoſe times, and bleſſed Inſtraments of the Reforma- 
tron, Crarimer, Ridley, Latimer, &c. Thele were Hzavenly 
Lamps, who both by their DoCtrine and Example have forct-

of Romiſh Idolatry and N_ have fo cleared up, and en- 
lightened Chriſtianity with its ancient brightneſs, rhat our 
Ingratitude would be as unpardonable as miraculous, if we 
ſhould be wanting in any of thoſe publick Teſtimonies of a 
profound reſpeft, which their Heroick and Exemplary Suffer- 
ings, as well as Chriſtiaa and wiſe Conduct in the whole pro- 
geels of the Reformation, may juſtly require from us. But all 
this being allowed, as in reaſon it oaght to be, I ſee not any

this Relatien to my purpoſe, to prove that Artizens, Men 
of Labour and Employments, have been great inſtruments in 
promoting, and advancing the Chriſtian Religion, 1 will fliew 
how they have prevailed in the Converſion of divers of thoſe 
Heathens they lived among ; and for the better underſtanding 
the difficulty that attended the diſſuading thoſe Poor Wret- 
(hes from their ancient Gertiliſm, 1 ſhall ſhew their manner of 
00g and Worſhip when the Enghi;fh came among them, 
1dolatersthey cannot properly be called, becauſe they neither 
Worſhipped the Sun, nor Hoſt of Heaven, nor indeed had 
they any /dols among them : their Worſhip (if any ſuch they 
had). exceeding even that of Idolarry it ſelf,. and conſiſting in 
appicaring the Dev, and that only upon extremity of fick- 
neſs, which was done by their Witches, Prieſts, or Powon, as 
they call them, who upon extraordisary occaſions raiſes the 
evil Spirit in the ſhape of a Dog, or any Creature among them. 
Taeſe People then having no publick Rites or Ceremonies of 
Worſhip, no Sacrifices, er burthenſoin Deyotior, as other 
Ser vile Wretches to that Eyil Spirit are miſerably intangled 
io, made it a matter of far greater difficulty to briagthem off 
a Life of Liberty, than it can rationally be ſuppoled to be, 
where Men ate loaded with the moſt extream Rigours, and Sus 
perſtitions, Auſterities, Macerating and Cruciating their Bo. 
dies like the Derviſes among the Twrks, and ſeveral other delo- 
ded Zealots, both among the Aahometans, and Heathens, or 
ſuch as Sacrificed their Children to appeaſe (as they vainly 
imagined) their angry Deities. To bave prevailed with theſe 
to relinquiſh their Follies, which were ſo ungrateful ro'Fleſh 
and Blood, ſo harſh and awkard to their Natural Inclinations, 
which expoſed them to ſuch mighty hardſhips, and made their 
Lives a continued Series of the greateſt miſery and forrow that 
could be inflicted upon Mankind $ and in lieu thereof to have 
embraced the pleaſing, and light Yoke of Chriftianity, would 
have been a Deliverance from Exquifte Tortures, to Eaſe and 
Liberty ; but the Caſe was otherwiſe with theſe [n4iazs who
